INDICTMENTS TELL 
STORY OF EFFORT 
AT JAIL DELIVERY 


| Four Federal Prisoners 


Will Face Jury for At- 
tempt, After Their Pres- 
ent Terms Expire. 


ASSAULT AND ROBBERY 
OF GUARD IS CHARGED 


D. Davis Laid Up in Hos- 
pital for Four Weeks as 
Result of Blows Re- 
ceived From Clubs. 


The assault and robbery of a fed- 
eral prison guard and a subsequent 
attempt at a wholesale prison de- 
livery by four inmates of the At- 
lanta federal pen were disclosed 
Tuesday afternoon, when D. J. 
Meyerhardt, assistant United States 
attorney, announced that § Israel 
Henson, Thomas Bilhanski, Richard 
EF. Dodge and William New, serv- 


ing terms for violations of certain 
federal statutes, have been indicted 
by the federal grand jury on 
charge of assault with inient to 
murder, and of robbery. 

The victim of the assault was D. 
Davis, guard on the morning watch 
in the prison’ isolation pbuilding. 
The iadictment alleges that Davis 
was patrolling the corridors of the 
building as usual, when a prisoner 
feigned sickness. Davis went to the 
cell door to ascertain the condition 
of the sick man. As he turned frem 
the door he was contronted by 
Dodge and New, who were armed 
with clubs, with which they struck 
the guard and forced him to sur- 
render his keys, it is charged. 

Henson and Bilhanski were then 
released from their cells. While 
trying to hold on to the iron bars 
of a cell door to prevent his agsail- 
ants from dragging him into one 
of the cells, Davis sustained broken 
fingers when he was beaten on the 
hands with the clubds. His pocket- 
book, containing $37, was taken from 
his person. After Henson had re- 
moved $80. it is alleged, the purse 
was tossed aside. Davis was after- 
ward confined to the hospital for 
four weeks because of blows re- 
ceived from the clubs. 

Before any outside doors were 
reached other prison attaches dis- 
covered the alleged prison delivery 
conspiracy and returned the men to 
their cells. They wil] face tria] in 
federal court when their present 
terms expire. 

Another indictment made public 
following adjournment of Tuesday’s 
session of the grand jury charged 
postoffice robbery against Robert 
Johnson, a negro, who has admitted 
robbing the postoffice safes at 
Austel] and Powder Springs. 

The March grand jury, of which 
Rutherford Lipscomb was foreman, 
was dismissed Tuesday by Judge 
Samuel H, Sibley, and the October 
grand jury will be sworn in on Mon- 
day, October 3, when the October 
term of federal court convenes, 


Car Overturned

WITH ENROLLMENT 
EQUALLING 1920 


Smaller Cotton Crop and 
Addition of Tuition Fee 
Has No Effect on At- 
tendance Figures. 


TECH MAY BE FORCED 
TO TURN BOYS AWAY 


Actual Class Work Does 
Not Begin Until Mon- 
day, But Students Al- 
ready Are Matriculating. 


What is considered the greatest 
compliment paid to the Georgia 
School of Technology in years is the 
fact that on next Monday classes 
will begin with a capacity enroll- 
ment—despite the fact that the state 
is passing through an era of finan- 
cal depression hardly equaled since 
the war between the states, and 
despite the added fact that for the 
first time in its history, the institu- 
tion is forced to charge tuition fees 
to the boys of the state who enter. 

The action of the legislature re- 
cently adjourned, which not only 
refused the request for increased 
revenue, but cut the existing ap- 
propriation, was expected to hurt the 
school, in so far as attendance was 
concerned, but the offices of the in- 
stitution have been filled for the 
past few days with those seeking 
registration, and the office force is 
expected to work overtime with 
this work until lectures begin Mon- 
day next. 

Are Greatly Encouraged. 

Dr. K. G. Matheson, president of 
Georgia Tech,said Tuesday that he 
and the others interested in the wel- 
fare of the institution were vastly 
encouraged by the showing made 
thus far in registration. 

“Whethtr the legislature of the 
state of Georgia realizes the value 
of a technical education for Geor- 
gia’s young men or not,” said Dr, 
Matheson, “the young men of the 
state realize it and are willing to 
make any sort of sacrifice to gain 
the education which Tech affords. 
The thing about it is that young 
men of this charactersshould be 
taken care of by the state.” 

Georgia boys who attend Tech are 
now forced to pay a fee of approxi- 
mately $100. Despite these strenu- 
ous times, says Dr. Mativonge- an 
despite the fee, whio a 
would have déterred , peat 
times of depression, the griendades 
will reach the capacity of the schoo] 
easily. It may also be that many 
will be turned away, as was the 
case last year, he added. 

Actual class work at Tech does 
not begin until Monday, although 
the boys are,fast arriving at pres- 
ent, for matriculation and settling 
of other’such features as are neces- 
sary before the start of lectures. 
There is also a large amount of 
special work in progress at present. 
There will be no formal exercises 
at the opening, but work will start 
in the usual businesslike manner 
which has characterized the institu- 
tion—no “fuss and feathers,” but 
work. 

Dr. Matheson also took occasion 
to register his honest surprise at the 
fact that the slump in cotton pro- 
duction had not injured the attend- 
ance prospects. He says that the 
cotton crop in all quarters of the 
south is lamentabiy low, and that 
unless prices continue to rise in 
favor of the. farmers, stil] more 
difficult times may face the south- 
ern educational institutions—and 
among them Tech. 

Many Turned Away. 

The total number of students in 
the collece day courses at Tech last 
year was 1,551, while 364 were in the 
night schoo! of commerce, 280 in the 
night schools, 273 in the summer

B. Graham West, city comptroller, 
Bays that approximately $617,500 
additional revenue to the city will 
come from the increase in the tax, 
and of this amount, $498,746 is need- 
ed to meet the teachers’ payrolis, 
.to pay for the portable school an- 
nexes purchased, and’ to otherwise 
maintain the schools until January 
1, i088. 

About $133,000 will be needed for 
the sinking fund and interest on the 
$4,000,000 . school bonds, thereby 
making a total of $621,746 for the 
schools. It is pointed out that this 
amounts to more than 26 per cent 
of the city’s current revenue, plus 
Atlanta's share of the state schoo! 
funds and the non-resident tuition

President Harding will send the 
treaties to the senate when it goes 
into session at noon Wednesday, ac- 
companying them by a brief note of 
transmission. They will at once be 
referred to the committee on for- 
eign relations, with the expectation 
that they will be reported favorably 
to the senate almost immediately. 

The president considers early rat- 
ification of the treaties essential, 
so leaders will arrange for their 
consideration in conjunction with 
the revenue bill. It is expected rat- 
ification will precede enactment of 
the revenue bill, although there is 
no intention to sidetrack that 
measure, 

Senator Penrose, chairman of the 
finance committee, will report the 
revenue bill Wednesday, and ask 
for its immediate consideration. At- 
tention will be diverted to the 
treaties from time to time, ag fa- 
vorable opportunities arise. 

Friction on Beer Coming. 

The «@ngi-beer bill-.is,.in the of- 
fing, and promises to become a 
source of friction and delay. MSen- 
ator Sterling, in charge of the bill, 
said he will call for action on it 
at every opportunity. He said, at 
the same time that he was in pos- 
session of information that’ oppo- 
nents of the bill will filbuster 
against it. This situation, coupled 
with the fact that the tax bill and 
the treaties will also be before the 
senate, promises to give rige to some 
confusion and difriculty.

Mrs. Cook died while being 
taken to Grady hospital in an auto- 
mobile which reached the scene 
shortly after she had been struck. 

This is the second serious auto- 
mobile accident {in the past few days 
in which negroes have been Occu- 
pants of the automobile responsible 
for the injuries. Mr, and Mrs. 
Seott were badly hurt Saturday aft- 
ernoon when an automobile in which 
they were riding was etruck by a 
ear driven by a negro named Rob- 
ert Durre, aged 30, who lived in 
the. rear of a residence on West 
Eleventh street. 

Negro Driver Suarrenders. 

Two of the negroes then leaped 
from the car and made their escape 
and Durre drove away after taking 
Mr. and Mrs. Scott, accompanied by 
two white men, to hospitals. Durrea 
subsequently surrendered, however. 
and is being held at police head- 
quarters in default of $1,000 bond, 
charged with reckless driving. 

Mr. Scott was taken. to Davis-

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HT WAGt GUTS, 
SAYS UNION CHIEF 


President of United Mine 
Workers Says “No Wage 
Reduction’ Must Be Per- 
mitted.” 


Indianapolis, Ind.,September 20.— 
No wage reduction of caal miners 
must be permitted, and all resources 
of the miners’ union must be made 
available to back up the policy in 
opposition to wage cuts, John L 
Lewis, presdent of the United Mine 
Workers of America, declared here 
today in his report made at the 
opening of the biennial convention 
of the international union. 

He also recOmmended a postpone- 

ment until next Febrnuay of the 
miners adoption of definite wage 
demands, and declared that with all 
wage agreements expiring on March 
31,1922, “the fullinfuence and eco- 
nomic power of our great member- 
ship may thug be utilized to the ad- 
vantage of our people for the 
achievement of our ideals.” 
* Much of Mr. Lewis’ 40,000-word 
report related to the wage question, 
apparently indicating that this 
would be among the most important 
business of the convention, which 
brought together between 1,500 and 
1,600 representatives of local unions 
scattered throughout the United 
States, western Canada and Nova 
Scotia. Aside from the wage ques- 
tion, Mr. Lewis asked the conven- 
tion to administer a rebuke to Rob- 
ert H. Hartin, of Seattle, Wash., and 
Frank Farrington, president of the 
lillinois miners, who Lewis charged 
had circulated false statements 
about the union. 

He also asked the convention to 
indorse the internationa] board, 
Which, he said, Alexander Howatt, 
president of the Kansas miners’ or- 
ganization, had defied in not com- 
plying with the board’s order for 
strikers to return to work. 

Favors Nationalization, 


Other essential points of Mr. 
Lewis’ report included a recommen. 
dation that the convention reaffirm 
its declaration of two years ago fa- 
voring nationalization of coal mines. 

A declaration that the “fight in 
Mingo county, West Virginia, must 
be won.” 

A recommendation that legal pro- 
ceedings be instituted to make a 
full test of the constitutionality of 
the Kansas industrial court Jaw. 

In discuséing the wage question, 
Mr. Lewis said coal operators in 
Pennsylvania, Washington, Iowa, 
Kansas, Colorado, West Virginia, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama, Ok- 
lahoma, Texas, Arkansas and Mis- 
sourj had filed demand for reduc- 
tioné but that the union’s policy was 
uncompromisingly for carrying out 
the present agreement, which, he 
said, was predicated on the award 
of the bituminous coal commission 
functioning under governmental 
authority. 

“Our people were employed only 
two days a week on the average,” 
continued Mr. Lewis, in explanation 
of the union’s policy. “and they 
found it extremely difficult to pro- 
vide ‘themselves with food and other 
necessities. Furthermore, it is a 
fact that the wages now paid in the 
organized sections of the mining in- 
dustry are but relatively fair. Coal] 
can be produced under the present 
wage scale at a labor cost that cor- 
responds favorably with production 
cost of other essential commodities.” 

For Committee Method, 

In recommending that the wage 
question be referred to a scale com- 
mittee, Mr. Lewis proposed that the 
convention ré-conveme next Februi- 
ary to receive the committe®’s re- 
port and adopt definite demands. 
His recommendations applied spe- 
cifically to the wage demands for 
bituminous coal miners, but was re-

In a long review of the West Vir- 
ginia situation, Mr. Lewis express- 
ed hope that the senate investikat- 
ing committee would be “instru- 
mental in laying bare the horrors 
of that field and in paving the way 
for recognition of the rights of the 
mine workers Who desire to become 
members of the United Mine Work- 
ers.”’ 

On Mingo Fight. 

“Industrial peace will never come 
to this tented: area,” declared Mr. 
Lewis, “until the miners of that 
field are accorded the same Pprivi- 
leges and opportunities as exist in 
the organized sections of America 
and which are their rightful heri- 
tage.

“At the time this telegram was 
sent the international union was 
furnishing $50,000 a week to the 
Alabama miners for food alone, be- 
sides spending additional thousands 
for clothing and shelter, physicians’ 
services, medicine and other neces- 
sities.” This support was continued 
until April, 1921, Lewis said. 

Mr. Lewis added that the message 
disheartened the strikers, but their 
confidence was restored by district 
and international .officers, 

‘The telegram also waa sent into 
West Virginia, Kentucky, Tennes- 
see, Maryland, Pennsylvania and 
Michigan, Mr. Lewis said.

Under the old rules the farmer 
was forced to husk and shell his 
corn at home, a tedious process, be- 
fore he could get a through rate to 
the elevator or mill. Then after 
the shelled corn was ground into 
meal a rate from the mill to the 
final destination was charged. 
Through the new rules a_ single 
through rate will prevail which will 
amount to approximately one-half 
the price the farmer heretofore has 
paid 


Mr. Perry obtained information 
concerning the advantages of the 
milling in transit rates at a meet- 
ing of the National Association of 
Railroad and Utility commissioners 
held tast year in Washington. He 
worked on his plan and presented it 
to the commission at an executive 
session Tuesday and the commission 
issued an order calling for the es- 
tablishment of the new rules. 

Order of Commission. 

Following is the order of the com- 
mission:

London, September 20.—The prin- 

cipal members of the British dele- 
gation to the Washington confer- 
ence on armaments have been chos- 
en, it is reported from reliable 
sources, Neither Lloyd-George nor 
Lord Curzon, British foreign minis- 
ter, is mentioned in the tentative 
list of membDers. 

Instead, it is practically assured 
that Sir Arthur Balfour will head 
the delegation, although the post has 
not been formally tendered to him. 
Choice of Balfour is based on the 
feeling that the delegation should 
have as its leader a cabinet mem- 
ber, and Balfour is the only minis- 
ter who js not only properly equip- 
ped but free to travel. He has no po- 
litica] home ties, and none of the 
domestic issues confronting the 
Lloyd-George administration ~ con- 
cerns him, 

Andrew Bonar Law, who retired 
some time ago: from politics, be- 
cause of ill health, probably will be 
another member of the commission. 
It is improbable that he will be its 
leader because the government 
would not be likely to bring him into 
the cabinet again solely to enable 
the appointment. 

Lord Lee, expert in naval affairs 
and first lord of the admiralty, is 
also slated for participation in the 
conference, and Sir Lamar Worth- 
ington Evans, secretary of state for 
war, will be included in the British 
personnel. 

Lord Beatty, who will be in the 
United States in November in con- 
nection with the American Legion 
convention, possibly. will join the 
commission in the role of technical 
adviser, and Lieutenant Genera] Sir 
Henry Wilson may be sent to Amer- 
ica during the progress on the con- 
ference. Sir Henry is British chief 
of staff. 

Discussions were begun this week 
between the foreign office and rep- 
resentatives of the American em- 
bassy regarding the Agenda, but 
thus far no decisions affecting the 
character of the preliminary pro- 
gram have been made.

Lloyd-George Drafts Lat- 
est Reply to De Valera, 
Demanding Recognition 
of Crown.

London newspapers consider De

| Lloyd-George’s reply—unless De 
Valera openly disavows [reland’s

the negotiations, it is believed here.

‘urged by De Valera wouid consti-

Mrs. Thornton is chairman of 
the national woman’s board of the 
Bankhead nighway, and of the 
Georgia woman’s commission of | 
the organization that was named | 
in honor of’ the late Senator Bank- | 
head, of Alabama, who was the 
father of federal-aid to highway 
development. 

The Bankhead highway leads 
from Washington D. C., through 
the south Atlantic and gulf states 
to the Pacific coast, at San Fran- 
cisco, with a connecting line to 
the City of Mexico. 

Today’s meeting will consider 
the beautifying of the highway, 
the marking of historical points 
of interest along the route, and 
the planning of such other fea- 
tures as appeal peculiarly to wom- 
en and that are to be attended to 
by the women while the men are 
building the highway. 

J. A. Rountree of Birmingham, 
director general Of the highway, 
and other good roads leaders will, 
at today’s meeting, explain the 
manner in which woman can be of 
greatest service in good roads de-

HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


DIFFICULTIES IN THE WAY. 

Writes a spoiled woman: 

“I think you are entirely right in 
your stand against corsets, but 
there are difficulties in the way of 
putting your advice into effect, at 
least for one who has been wearing 
corsets for ten years, though it may 
be an easy matter for a young girl 
who has not yet adopted corsets. 

“For instance, you advise wearing 
for the support or foundation of 
one’s clothing ‘such a waist as Is 
commonly worn by children every- 
where.’ The Ferris waist, I assume. 
I've tried it, and, whil@é I admit its 
comfort, still it allows my stomach, 
or more properly, my abdomen, to 
protrude rather prominently and 
spoil my appearance. Please, Dr. 
Brady, tell me if there is any sort 
of garment which will restrain or 
reduce me just a bit there witheut 
being harmful. How about the elas- 
tic girdles? I bought one containing 
four steels, two fore and two aft, 
then had cold feet and put it away 
in a drawer. 

‘I've worn corsets twelve years, 
and when I wear none I feel fine, 
except for the difficulty men- 
tioned.” 

Twelve years of it would seem to 
be enough to spoil almost any wom- 
an. It takes approximately ten 
years of artificial 
braces, casts, crutches, arch props, 
knee springs, corsets, belly bands, 
chest protectors, brassieres, liver 
pads, shoulder braces, and the like, 
to suppress or smother reason, in- 
stinct or horse sense which assures 
normal individuals that no such 
support is necessary. Once upon a 
time, When men were more gullible 
than thev are now, and quack doc- 
tors were more brazen, a good many 
people were persuaded to purchase, 
at a prodigious price, a contraption 
called an “electric belt,” which as- 
sured wonderfully strengthening 
and invigorating effects. 

Abdomens normally do protrude 
in healthy persons. The abdomen {is 
a vitally important organ or respi- 
ration. It pumps air in and out of 
the lungs. A healthy woman breathes 
with her abdomen more than with 
her chest. Chest breathing is an ab- 
normality, an artificiality, forced 
upon the civilized woman by her 
vicious custom of interfering with 
natural abdominal breathing. The 
interference of even a loose corset 
or other support or appliance !Im- 
pairs abdominal and pelvic circula- 
tion, and thus accounts for most of 
the non-infectious pelvic disorders, 
irregularities and diseases of girls 
and women.

Editor Constitution: It is my de- 
sire to say to Dr. E. C. Cartledge 
and others who think and see prohi- 
bition as he does, that I realize that 
our legislators are our duly author- 
ized law makers, but when a ques- 
tion of such moment as prohibition 
comes up it should be referred to 
the people, just as all great ques- 
tions are, ‘ 

In regard to whisky being a 
poison from which people need pro- 
tection as from morphine and other 
norcotic, will say as before, whisky 
is a luxury enjoyed to a certain ex- 
tent by nearly all men, (even by 
most of the so-called prohibition- 
ists). Not more than one in a 
housand is tempted by morphine or 
other narcotic. 

If whisky is not considered a lux- 
ury why did all who were able lay 
In stocks for future use do so when 
the Volstead act was put into ef- 
fect? 
to secure a permit to remove his 
stock from the white house. 

Whisky is only a poison when one 
makes it so, by overindulging, just 
as too much food is a poison, I 
venture to Say more people die from 
Over-eating than from drink.

Dr. Cartledgwe says the law does

Then 
why not put it on an enforcement 
basis with other laws? To you, when 
a man commits murder or other 
crimes, confiscate his property or 
his land as the law was read in 
court to the grand jury by the 
solicitor in this county, this week.

They 
confiscated the horses, but did not 
molest the car. They knew better 
tham te confiscate the property of 
so large a corporation which they 
know is able to see them out in the 
United States supreme court. If 
they had the right to take the 
horses they had a right to take the 
car. They will take an automobile 
but they do.not dare to touch the 
Pullman car on which quantities of 
liquor have been taken at various 
times. There never was a law for 
which there is such widespread dis- 
respect and which is so extensively 
violated, as is the Volstead law. 


All this creates disrespect 
other laws. ’ 

Russia, in my opinion, would 
never have gone to pieces during 
the war had it not been for the 
drastic order of prohibition issued 
by the czar. 

The way Germany managed the 
liquor question, prior to the war, is 
the best solution for all countries. 
The government’ supervised the 
making and selling of all liquor, 
and nothing but pure stuff was sold. 
It is best to have liquor made and 
sold legally in communities where 
it is wanted than it is to have it in 
all communities illegally. 

You' cannot legislate morals into 
people—they have to be instilled by 
precept. Must all be deprived of a 
drink now and then because of the 
misuse of the derelict?

Diphtheria is .spreading, accord- 
ing to a warning issued Tuesday 
by the state board of health. which 
Stated that up to the present time 
it has been called upon to furnish 
more than twice aS much antitoxin 
aS during the same period last year. 
This indicates that this disease is 
much more prevalent than usual, 
and that every precaution should 
be taken to prevent its spread. To

'REPORT IS MADE 
ON WATER POWER 
BY DR. M’CALLIE 


—_— —— 


Georgia has tota! develoned water- 
power amounting to 262,148 horse- 
power which is equal annually to 
the potential energy of 17,381,000 
tons of coal, according to Dr. S. W 
MeCallie, state geologist, who 
just completed a waterpower 
port which was submitted to 
state geological} board at its 
cent meeting. The developed 
terpower is but one-tenth of 
tetal waterpower in the state, 
report shows. 

In discussing the developed wa- 
terpower Dr. McCallie said: 

“Estimating 4 tons of coal 
equivalent to one horsepower hour, 
the state’s total watér powers as 
shown above is equal annually to 
jthe potential energy of 17,381,000 
tons of coal. To deliver this huge 
coal tonnage in one year it wouid 
|require 793 60-ton carloads dally, or 
,;30 cars per hour, or one car if 1.8 
minutes, The money value of our 
water powér as above given in coal 
tonnage, rating coal at $5 per ton, 
is $86,906,500 per annum. 

“In this connection I wish to add 
a word concerning Burton Storage 
dam, which is one of the state’s 
gereatest engineering enterprises in 
the way of conserving our water 
powers, The storage capacity of 
this dam which is 110 feet high, and 
i backs the water up stream for about 
ten miles, is 5,280,000 cubic feet, 
which is sufficient to operate con- 
tinually the power plant at Tallulah 
falls for 36 days. This energy con- 
verted into coal tonnage would rep- 
resent approximately 200,000 tons of 
coal which, valued at $5 per ton, 
would represent $1,900,000, 

“It might be of interest to know 
that the Burton reservoir holds suf- 
ficent water to supply the city of 
Atlanta at its present rate of con- 
sumption for-more than 31-2 years, 
and that the run off from the rain- 
fall in that part of Rabun county 
is ample to fill the reservoir more 
than twice annually.”

UN SEASON Hon WARRANTS LEGAL 


Sale of deferred warrants by the 
state, based on future rentals of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, !s 
valid and lega!, acccording to a de- 
cision handed down Tuesday in Ful- 
ton superior court by Judge John T. 
Pendleton. The decision was reached 
in the case of Thomas W. Hardwick, 
governor, against General William 
A. Wright, state comptroller. No- 
tice of an appeal to the supreme 
court was ~iven immediately follow- 
ing the decision of Judge Pendleton. 

The case was broughe to test the 
validity of the law passed by the 
legislature at its recent session au- 
thorizing the governor to sell $2,500,- 
000 worth of warrants, based On the 
Western and Atlantic rentals. The 
governor issued $10,000 worth of the 
warrants. which were sold to the 
Bank of Tifton. Comptroller Wright 
declined to countersign them. and 
mandamus proceedings were brought. 
Through the order of Judge Pendle- 
ton the mandamus compelling Comp- 
troller Wright to countersign the 
Warrants was made absolute. The 
question finally will be settled in 
the decision of the supreme court. 
Governor Hardwick was mucn 
pleased Tuesday when informed of 
the decision of Judre Pendleton. 

“This decision is not a surprise to 
me, but I am much pleased, never- 
theless. I am confident tnat the en- 
tire issue of the warants, amount- 
ing to $2,500,000, will be sold within 
thirty days after the supreme court 
finally decides the case, in the event 
the «= court upholds the deci- 
sion of Judge Pendleton,” the gov- 
ernor said. 

The governor was represented in 
the proceedings by Attorney-General 
George M. Napier, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General Seward M. Smith and 
Judge Arthur Powell, special coun- 
sel. Gencral Wricht was represent- 
ed bv Attorney Clifford Anderson, 
Mr. Anderson filed notice of an ap- 
peal on the case TYuesday.
